T H E General Aſſembly finding, that it often falls 


out, that mafiy of the Widows and Orphans of 
az the Miniſters of this Church are b t into 
great Straits, do judge it neceſlary and laudable, ſome 
Way be fallen upon for Relief of ſuch: They in Order 
thereunto, did, and hereby do ſeriouſly recommend to e- 
very Miniſter in Scotland, to give and dedicate the tenth . 
Part of his Stipend for one Year, for the End ſoreſaid, 
and do appoint the ſame to be payed in, in Money, and no 
otherwiſe, to the*Mederator of each Presbytery, betwixc 
and the fifteenth. Day of. Mey, One thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and nineteen Years, or betwixt and the fifteenth Day 
of My, One thouſand feven hundred and twenty one 
Years, with the ordinary Annualrent thereof front the ſaid 
fifteenth Day of May, One thouſand ſeven hundred and
